to Australia on the Sierra in tile searcn of a leat hopper parasite. 
Professor Perkins has been engaged for' several weeks in making- 
the final Arrangements for the tour in Australia and there will be no> 
tlifficulty' about* going on right on through "to the colonies, event 
though the Sierra remains in port but a few hours.

Professor Koebele has completed his work in California and 


in addition to the large number of parasites he has beeo sending- 
ontrom San Francisco for six months or" more, he mtend&to brings 
with him today a big lot for propagation in the insect houses at 
the goVernment,nursery. So far the local entomologists have suc- 
ceeded admirably in spreading the parasites obtained by Koebele; 
to the cane fields where they were most needed. The work in the 
search for the leaf hopper parasites is to- be continued on a much 
broader scale in Australia. Professor Koebele is confident of ulti- 
mate success in dealing with tne^est, and the influence of the para* 
sites sent here by him is already beginning to be felt. 


Koebele and Perkins expect td spend six months in Australia,. 


although they may complete their work much sooner. It is the 
intention to go to Fiji only in case the mission In Australia does- 
not succeed.

tend to a search for .beneficial insects 
in general. He said tha&he bad,already 
spent fourteen months In the colonies 
and knew of certain parasites -which 
might be beneficial to tbe foltniflTr 
Among these he hoped to send back in- 
sects to prey upon the -black scale, 
which is injuring the alligator pear 
tree. He hoped, "also to get something 
to kill off tbe Japanese beetle. Profes- 
sor Koebele stated, that he intended to 
make-the first shipment of insects on 
the return voyage of the Sierra.

LEAVE FOR AUSTRALIA 
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WILL 
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PROFESSOR A. KOEBELE. 


Preparations Have Been Made for a Six-Months 


Campaign in the Colonies in Search of 
a Leaf-Hopper Parasite. - 


'Professor A. Koebele wiH arrive from San Francisco this morn- 


ing and accompanied by Professor R. L. C. Perkins will continue on, 
*o Australia on the Sierra in the search of a leai-hoppefeparasite. 
Professor Perkins has been engaged for'several weeks in making: 
the final arrangements for the tour in Australia and there will be no- 
difficulty about* going on right on through to the colonies, evert 
though the Sierra remains in port but a few hours. 
, 


Professor Koebele. has completed his work in California and 


in addition to the large number of parasites he has been sending; 
on from San Francisco for six months or'more, he intend* to bring" 
with him today a big lot for propagation in the insect houses at 
the government,nursery. So far the local entomologists have suc- 
ceeded admirably in spreading the p*arasites obtained by Koebeler 
to the cane fields where they were most needed. The work in the 
search for the leaf hopper parasites is to be continued on a much, 
jroader scale in Australia. Professor Koebele is confident of ulti- 
mate success in dealing with tne pest, and the influence of the para* 
sites sent here by him is already beginning to be felt. 


Koebele and Perkins expect to"spend six months in Australia,. 


although they may complete their work much sooner. It is the 
intention to go to Fiji only in case the mission in Australia does, 
not succeed. Arrangements have been'made to forward specimens*'
